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281—103.2(280) Ban on corporal punishment. An employee of a public school district, accredited
nonpublic school, or area education agency shall not inflict, or cause to be inflicted, corporal punishment
upon a student. “Corporal punishment” is defined to mean the intentional physical punishment of a
student. It includes the use of unreasonable or unnecessary physical force, or physical contact made
with the intent to harm or cause pain.
